1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

I) Claim 2 directs to the change of a storage order for the receive data based symbol 
rate information obtained when demodulating the receive data. 

II) Claim 3 directs to control means that changes a storage order for the receive data 
based on multipass information obtained when demodulating the receive data. 

III) Claim 4 directs to the control means changes a storage order for the receive data in 
response to an instruction sent from a power control system of the receiving device. 

IV) Claim 5 directs to rake synthesizing a plurality of receiving signals demodulated on a 
pass correspondence. 

V) Claim 6 directs to means for independently receiving a pilot symbol to carry out a 
phase estimation for a synchronous detection and receiving a data symbol 

VI) Claim 7 directs to a reverse diffusion processing and a synchronous detection 
processing for receiving signals of a plurality of channels are carried out by using 
identical circuit. 

VII) Claim 8 directs to a reverse diffusion processing and a synchronous detection 
processing for receiving signals of a plurality of passes are carried out by using an 
identical circuit. 
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XIII) Claim 9 directs to a synchronous detection processing and a rake synthesis 
processing for a plurality of passes and a plurality of channels are carried out at the 
same time by using an identical circuit. 

IX) Claim 10 directs to the storage means that has storage memories corresponding 
to an over-sampling degree or a plurality of storage memories. 

X) Claim 1 1 directs to the receive data read continuously from the storage means 
that are consecutively diffused reversely. 

XI) Claim 12 directs to the receive data read from the storage means in an optional 
order are diffused reversely. 

XII) Claim 13 directs to the control means that changes contents of a calculation in 
accordance with a program. 

XIII) Claims 14-16 direct to the storage means that divides the data obtained before 
and after the reverse diffusion and stores them therein, respectively. 

XIV) Claim 17 directs to an integrated circuit. 

XV) Claim 18 directs to a code division multiplex communication. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic . 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
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are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.
